Flippo said. “Then I hired three at 
one time.” 

He said John “Ran” King retired 
after completing 19 years of mili- 
tary and postal mail service. King 
was the mail carrier on Rural Route 
(RR) 2 during his years of service. 

Flippo said residents living on RR 
2 will now receive their mail from 
Dawn Kelley who has been with the 
post office for nine years already as 
a substitute driver on RR 1. 

“As of Feb. 27, a new rural route, 
RR 6, became effective for the Elba 
area,” Flippo said. “This new route 
was created due to the growth of the 
past few years,” 

He said RR 2 and RR 4 had 
grown so much that it was taking 
carriers a great deal of time to get all 
the mail delivered, Therefore, the 
new route was created by taking 
some 150 addresses off of RRs 2 
and 4 and placing them on RR 6, 

Flippo said Jeanette Donaldson is 
the carrier for the newly formed RR 
6. Donaldson was formerly the sub- 
stitute driver on RR 2. He added 
that Julie Akinson also has come 
aboard as the new substitute on RR 
4, 

“It seems as if all our routes will 
have new faces within the next few 
weeks,” said Flippo. “With the new 
carriers coming in and other carriers 
changing routes, most everyone will 
be learning new areas. 

He said not only have they 
replaced carriers who have either 
retired or moved, but carriers with 
seniority have chosen to change 
routes as others have left. To go 


the post office, he said two more 
new carriers will come on board on 
March 14, 

“We've got a lot of new people 
delivering the mail, and many of our 
experienced carriers are learning 
new routes,” said Flippo. “We just 
ask the residents to be patient and 
give these carriers a few weeks to 
learn the routes, and I’m sure the 
timeliness of their delivery will 
improve,” 

If all the new faces at the post 
office were not enough change at 
one time, the post office and all the 
RR addresses in the area also are 
undergoing the E-911 address 
change 

Flippo said the address conver- 
sion should be complete by March 
of 2000, He said residents were 
notified to begin using the new E- 
911 address at the first of March this 
year and will have one year to make 
the necessary changes to ensure 
there is not a glitch in their mail 
delivery. 

“When March of 2000 arrives, 
there will be no such thing as rural 
routes and box numbers any 
longer,” Flippo said. “We only will 
use the E-911 address at that time.” 

He said only until March 2000 
will the mail be delivered by using 
either the old address or the new E- 
911 address 

He did stress, however, that peo- 
ple already having street addresses 
will not be affected by this change. 
It mostly concerns those people on 
the rural routes with box numbers

Beware of scholarship fraud

There are no guarantees when it 
comes to scholarships. Do your 
homework before you spend lots of 
money on a scholarship search. 

Many legitimate companies 
advertise they can get students 
access to lists of scholarships in 
exchange for an advance fee rang- 
ing from $10 to $400, Other legiti- 
mate companies charge an advance 
fee to compare a student's profile 
with a database of scholarship 
opportunities and provide a list of 
awards for which the student may 
qualify. They don’t guarantee or 
promise scholarships or grants, says 
Dr. Fred Waddell, Extension family 
resource management specialist 
with the Alabama Cooperative 
Extension System, 

Some scholarship search services 
misrepresent their services by guar- 
anteeing they can obtain scholar- 
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ships on behalf of students or actu- 
ally award scholarships to students 
for an advance fee. In these cases, 
consumers receive only a list of 
scholarships or grants for which 
they can apply. Usually, all con- 


sumers receive the same list. The 
search companies that offer a 
“money back guarantee” require 


students to apply for each scholar- 
ship or grant they have listed and 
then offer proof they've been 
denied by each one 

Other fraudulent companies pro 
vide nothing for the student's 
advance fee 
sources, says Waddell, Others tell 
students they've been selected as 
“finalists” for awards that require 
fees first. Most of these scams ask 
for the student's checking account 
to confirm eligibility for an award, 
and then debit the account for large

PRUNING FRUIT TREES 

The end of February and early 
March are usually the best times to 
prune fruit trees in Coffee County. 
I} you want to have good yields and 
ish quality fruit, you need to take 
le necessary time to do a good job 
if pruning your fruit trees. These 
include apples, peaches, plums, 
cuppernongs and blackberries.

FERTILIZING FRUIT TREES 
February is a good time to. fertil- 

ize fruit trees in Coffee County. 

Applying fertilizer now allows time 


.for the roots of the trees to take up 


those nutrients and move them on 
into the trunks and limbs before 
new shoot growth appears. Most 
trees put their major growth on dur- 
ing the first few months of spring 
Most fruits require a second appli- 
cation of fertilizer (mostly 
Nitrogen) about six weeks from the 
first application. Peaches, plums 
and especially strawberries will 
need an application of fertilizer 
after harvest. This gives the plant a 
chance to regain its strength after 
carrying a heavy fruit load. 

Pecan trees are a little unique in 


apply that is to buy a pecan special 
fertilizer with Zine already in it, or 
adding Zinc Sulfate. Zine can be 
supplied by adding 8 pounds of 
Zinc Sulfate per full grown tree 
every 5 years. Here is a list of gen- 
eral yearly fertilizer recommenda- 
tions.

Do not use straight 
Ammonium Nitrate. Blueberries 
require acid soils of pH between 5.0 
and 5.5. 

Blackberries - 2 quarts of 8-8- 
8/100 ft. row in two applications. 
The second application of fertilizer 
should be made approximately six 
weeks from the first. It is helpful to 
know that a 15 oz. pea can holds 
close to one pound of fertilizer and 
a 3 |b. coffee can holds 7 pounds of 
fertilizer.

Keeping Calcium in

Most Americans do not get 
enough calcium in their diets. This 
is especially true for teens who are 


_ building bone density and post- 


menopausal women who are at risk 
for oste sporosis. 

Children from age I to age 10 
need 800 milligrams of calcium per 
day (the amount in 2-8 oz. glasses 
of milk); adolescents and young 
adults I I to 24 years need 1,200 
milligrams (the amount in 4-8 oz. 
glasses of milk); adults over 25 
need 800 milligrams (the amount in 
2-8 oz. glasses of milk); pregnant or 
nursing women need 1,200 ( the 
amount in 4-8 oz. glasses of milk); 
and pregnant or nursing teens need 
1,600 milligrams (the amount in 5- 
8% oz. glasses of milk). Some recent 
research indicates that post- 
menopausal women need 1,000 to 


and babies, use plug covers in 
unused outlets. 

Make sure your children fly their 
kites in an open area well away 
from power lines. Electricity can 
move down the strings of kites or 
balloons. Teach children not to try 
to free a kite or other toy caught in 
powerlines. An-adult should-contact 
the power company. 

Teach children not to climb in 
trees near power lines. Also, make 
sure they recognize “High voltage” 
signs and know they mean an area 
to avoid. Teach them to avoid sub- 
stations and pad-mounted trans- 
formers as well as power lines. A 
pad-mounted transformer looks like 
a metal cabinet on a concrete slab. 
Kitchen Safety 

The kitchen has become an activ- 
ity center in many homes. And, with 
more activity, you may encounter 


more accidents. That’s why it is 
more important than ever to be 
aware of safety issues. 

Household cleaners should be 
stored in their original labeled con- 
tainers. Keep them separate from 
food and store them out of the reach 
of young children. If there are small 
children—in-the household, storage 
cabinets should have child-resistant 
safety latches. 

Good lighting can help prevent 
accidents. Be sure there is plenty of 


light at the stove, sink-and: counter-- 


top work areas, especially where 
food is cut and chopped. To avoid 
slips and falls, immediately wipe or 
pick up spilled water, grease or food 
peelings. 

Also, don’t overload electrical 
outlets. Hands should be completely 
dry before operating any electrical 
appliance.

1,500 milligrams daily to help 
maintain bone density. There is also 
evidence that beginning in their 
30’s women should keep their 
intake at 1,000 milligrams per day 
to build up bone mass before 
menopause. 

One way to increase the amount 
of calcium in your diet is to use 
yogurt along with other dairy prod- 
ucts. Plain yogurt has 350 mil- 
ligrams of calcium per 8 ounce 
serving. 

One serving of milk or cheese has 
approximately 300 milligrams of 
calcium. This makes dairy products 
an excellent source of calcium and 
non-fat and low-fat milk and 
cheeses offer good choices to get 
calcium without increasing saturat- 
ed fat intake. Low-fat yogurt is a 
way to add calcium, texture, and 
richness to everyday recipes with- 
out adding extra fat. 

Yogurt can take the place of may- 


onnaise in salad dressings. Just add 
herbs, spices, or condiments such as 
mustard to the yogurt for added fla- 
Vor. 

It can be used to thicken 
casseroles and sauces. Just add a 
couple of tablespoons of flour to a 
cup of plain yogurt for the sauce 
base. 

Yogurt can replace higher calorie 
cheese in a fettucine dish, It can 
also replace sour cream in dishes 
such as beef stroganoff or Swedish 
meatballs. 

And, of course, there are many 
commercial frozen yogurt products 
to use in place of ice cream in 
desserts. 

Following the Food Guide 
Pyramid recommendations for two 
to three servings of dairy products a 
day will help keep bones strong.

Chocolate is one of America’s 
favorite flavors. In fact, February 
is “Celebration of Chocolate 
Month. 

Chocolate can be part of a 
healthy diet if you balance your 
food choices using the Food Guide 
Pyramid, says Dr. Barbara 
Struempler, a nutritionist with the 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
System. It’s an extra bonus to be 
able to reduce the fat in chocolate 
desserts and treats without sacri- 
ficing taste, she says. 

Many prepared reduced-fat, 
chocolate desserts and treats are 
on the market today, Consumers 
can reduce the fat in their favorite 
homemade chocolate recipes by 
substituting traditional ingredients 
with lower-fat ingredients or by 
taking advantage of new reduced- 
calorie and reduced-fat products 
on the market. 

Dr. Struempler offers some 
quick and easy tips for reducing 
the fat in homemade chocolate 
desserts. 

New products are making it eas- 
ier to reduce the fat content of 
your favorite recipes, says 
Struempler. While people are 
interested in lowering the total fat 
in their diets, most are not willing 
to sacrifice taste. Fortunately, 
technology has helped manufac- 
turers produce reduced-fat prod- 
ucts that taste good. 

One such product is reduced-fat 
baking chips. These chips have 25 
percent fewer calories than tradi- 
tional semi-sweet chocolate chips.

being under supervised probation. 
The remaining three years are to be 
served in prison starting in March of 
the year 2003 

The judge further ordered that 
McGlothren perform 10 hours of 
community service for one year 
with that service directly benefiting 
Coffee County and/or its citizens. 
She had 14 days from Thursday to 
present a community service plan to 
her probation officer for approval 

It was also ordered that Mrs 
McGlothren pay all court costs 
involved in her trial. That amount 
was $250. 

The—court— noted that Mrs 
McGlothren must maintain an 
exemplary record during her five- 
year probation period or face the 
consequences of haying her proba 
tion revoked and going to prison 
and serving the full eight years.

The City of Elba has made anoth- 
er step toward providing its citizens 
with an early warning of impending 
danger. 

The fire siren, located adjacent to 
the fire station, will take on a new 
temporary responsibility. In the 
past, it has been used to alert volun- 
teer firemen and Elba residents of a 
fire; however, it will now be used as 
an early warning device. 

According to R. W. Whitworth, 
Elba’s Chief of Police, the siren will 
now be sounded ONLY in the event 
of a toronado warning, severe thun 
derstorm warning or eminent dan- 
ger of flooding to the Elba area. 

The Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency is working of Enterprise.

Flood Warning System Updated 


The Flood Warning System 
Which was installed after the 1990 
flood to aid authorities in alerting 
area residents of possible flooding 
recently received an update 

In a recent meeting held at the 
Coltee County Emergeney 
Management Agency Office in New 
Brockton, representatives trom yar 
ious areas in southeast Alabama 
received training on the new system 
and were able to ask questions 
about the system, 

The new system was developed 
and implemented through a joint 
effort by the U.S. Army Corps ot 
Engineers, the Choctawhatchee, 
Pea and Yellow Rivers Watershed 
Management Agency (CPYRW 
MA) and the Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency 

The new updated system will pro 
vide local officials and RMAs with 
capabilities to warn residents of 
flooding, and also allow them to 
make decisions of when or when 
not lo evacuate certain areas 

Ray Barley, a flood warning spe 
cialist for the CPYRWMA, will 
serve as a part-time staff member 
with the Coffee County EMA in 
order to work hand-in-hand with 
local officials to provide assistance 


during periods of inclement weath 
er 

The computerized system works 
by connecting sensor aupes local 
ed in Coffee, Dale and Geneva 
counties through radio systems to a 
centralized computer providing 
readings of current precipitation, 
past weather and projected water 
levels for up to a three-day period 

Phe system, which is designed to 
read water levels on ten-minute 
intervals throughout the area, 
should provide accurate, immediate 
coverage and assurance for the eitt 
7ens 

Coffee County EMA Director 
Charlie Webb said, “This flood 
warning system has been in the 
developmental stages for years but 
it has most recently become func 
tional in forecasting future rain les 
els. [Us a great system tailored to 
meet local need,” 

*The system is sull not complete, 
but the new improvement will pro 
vide capabilities paramount in 
assisting those in need during emer 
veney tlooding situations,” said 
Estus Walker, executive director of 
the CPYRWMA. “It will aid local 
officials in making decisions to help 
save lives and property.”
